HOOVER WORRIED 


BY BORAH ATTITUDE 


Idahoan’s Attack on En- 
forcement Personnel 
Again Forces Prohibi- 
tion Out as Major Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—(Unit- 
ed News.)—Congressional drys, who 


have leveled their guns on the ad- 


ministration’s dry enforcement activi- 
ties, specifically Senator Borah, of 
Idaho, received a counter-attack to- 
night in the form of an administra- 
tion statement from Attorney-General 
Mitchell. 

“T cannot for the honor of hundreds 
of devoted public servants,” Mitchell's 
statement said, “allow to pass without 
protest a wholesale charge of indif- 
ference to prohibition enforcement 
which bas been leveled against United 
States attorneys, marshals and other 
officers of the department of justice 
and appearing in the press this morn- 
ing.” 


SALitchell’s statement was aimed at 


: Re one issued only this morning by 


** Borah, which charged that “withthe 


present personnel nothing will be ac- 
complished.” 

In defense of the government's dry 
officers Mitchell said that “these men 
are generally known in their own 
communities as men of integrity, and 
courage, doing their best to enforce 
the law. There have been weak spots; 
we have been working hard to elimi- 
nate them.” 

“When congress is ready to consid- 


er and adopt legislation to carry out 
the administration's recommendations 
for more adequate law enforcement 
machinery,” itchell said, “those 
whose duty it is to enforce the law 
will be able to accomplish more. 


No Indifference. 


“All agencies in the executive serv- 
ice having any part in enforcing pro- 
hibition have been too conscious of 
determined and unceasing pressure 
from the president for enforcement to 
leave any room for indifference. Such 
deficiencies as exist in prohibition en- 
forcement are not due to lack of will 
to enforce the law either at the top 
or the bottom.” 

Mitchell's statement comes just in 
the midst of a congressional wrangle 
ever tactics pursued by President 
Hoover's law enforcement commission 
and brings the prohibition question a 
step nearer the front despite adminis- 
tration efforts to keep it in the back- 
ground. 

To allay the suspicion of drys that 
the dry enforcement commission was 
employed to “bury” the prohibition 
issue for a time, President Hoover is 
considering a plan to have the com- 
mission prepare a preliminary report 
of its work, to be issued soon after the 
new year. 

One of its major recommendations 
is expected to be for an improvement 
in personnet of the government's en- 
forcement organization, a recommen- 
dation designed to meet the sweeping 
condemnativun of personnel “from top 
to bottom” made by Senator Borah, 
of Idaho, leading “constitutional dry” 
who championed the dry issue on the 
stump for Mr. Hoover during the cam- 


paign. 
Borah Steps In. 


The renewed dry campaign lacked 


sufficient leadership and color until 
Borah stepped in to it. But his pres- 
tige makes it a real movement to be 
reckoned with. and Mr. H 
aiizes this.

Norwegian Steamer Sinks 
Off Spanish Coast Car- 
rying All Hands to 
Death—Many Ships 
Aground. 


LONDON, Dec. 25.—-(/)—A ship 
disaster in which 22 lives were lost 
marked a Christmas Day of tempests 
along the coasts of the British Isles, 
France and Spain. 


A Norwegian steamship, bearing 


codfish from Iceland, sank off Bay-} 


ona, northwestern Spain, after terri- 
fic gales forced it aground. The ship 
was bound for Vigo, near-by, 

At 1 a. m. fishermen on shore saw 
its first rocket of distress. ‘Although 
a heavy fog prevailed and the storm 
was so severe that fishing smacks in 
the inner harbor were damaged, the 
fishermen struggled to reach the bat- 
tered vessel. After two hours they 
approached within 700 yards of the 
doomed steamer, but could not get 
closer. 

The stricken vessel sank with all 
hands. Later four bodies were washed 
ashore, all wearing life preservers 
marked “Asland.” Letters and other 
documents cast up by the waves in- 
dicated the ship carried a crew of 
22. No survivors were found. 

Lloyd's, which received an account 
of the shipwreck, believed the ship's 
name to be Aslaug instead of Asland. 
The Aslaug was listed as of 990 tons. 

First warning of the tempest along 
the British coast was received here 
last night from Tipperary, Ireland. 
That city reported a storm of great 
violence throughout southern Ireland, 
with streets, towns and villages lit- 
tere pe ag iles and slate 
torn from roofs. Hundreds’ of trees 
were uprooted, The lowlands were 
badly flooded. 

By noon today the English channel 
was swept by the gale. Many vessels 
were forced to seek port.

NAVAL STRENGTH 


Basing Claims on Length 
of Seacoast and Distance 
of Colonies France Might 


Ask Increase. 


BY RALPH HEINZEN, 
United News Staff Correspondent. 
PARIS, Dec. 25.—A new school 

of thought—that France should lay 
claim at London to a larger navy 
than those of the United States or 
Japan and second only to Great Brit- 
ainm—has developed in certain circles 
here, 

It is unlikely the French delegates 
to the five-power conference will make 
such a claim, but the popular senti- 
ment must be considered when France 
contemplates any sacrifices around the 
conference board. 

The claim is based on the conten- 
tion that France is a greater colonial 
empire than the United States or 
Japan, which now outrank it as to 
naval ratios, and has a greater area 
and population of overseas protect. 

Senator Henry Lemery, represent- 
ing Martinque in the French upper 
house, fathers the claim for the sec- 
ond largest navy in the world. He 
has compiled two interesting tables 
upon which he bases. his claims. The 
first follows:

“The fleet of 
any nation: must be just large enough 
to defend its coasts and, keep open 


the lines of communication with its 
overseas colonies who depend upon 
the mother country for their protec- 
tion. 


Minimum Reqtirement. 

“It is the spirit of the Kellogg pact 
and all the disarmament conferences 
that no army or navy should be 
stronger than the minimum require- 
ment for security and must never be 
strong enough to threaten or attack. 

“In figuring a nation’s defensive 
naval requirements you must take into

RUBBERY BLAMED 
IN TRIPLE MURDER 


Negro Servant Suspected | 
in Knoxville Crime 
Which Took Lives of | 


Three in Family. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 25.—() 
Robbery by an unknown person and 
a criminal attack by a negro em- 
ploye of the household were the theo- 
ries advanced by different officials to- 
day to account for the slaying last 
night of Dr. Barclay J. Jones, 61- 
year-old physician; his wife, Mrs. 
Lucy Lane Jones, aged 32, and her 
nephew, George Lane, aged 13. 

The bodies of the trio were found 
this morning. All had been beaten 
to death. A coroner’s jury this aft- 
ernoon returned a verdict of murder 
by some unknown person with rob- 
bery as a motive. Sheriff Walker 
Anderson and his son, Deputy Sheriff 
Anderson, however, expressed belief 
that the slayings had followed an at- 


tack on Mrs. Jones and announced |

that they were seeking a young 
named “Sam” who had been employed 
in the household for the past week. 

“Sam.” according to the sheriff, 
made his home in the basement where 
Mrs. Jones’ stripped body was found 
with that of her young nephew near- 
by. He also said the door of her

MEXICANS PROBE 
SANDINO “BRIBERY 


Communists and Anti-Im- 
perialists Study Charges 
Rebel Took Check To: 


Quit Nicaragua. 


MEXICO CITY, Dee. 25.—(#)— 
The newspaper Universal reported to- 
day that the communist party of 
Mexico, the Mexican chapter of the 
Anti-Imperialist league, and _ the 
“Hands - Off - Nicaragua” committee 
were investigating rumors that Gen- 
eral Sandino, exiled Nicaraguan lib- 
eral leader, had accepted a check for 
$60,000 as the price of his leaving 


Nicaragua. : 
General Sandino came to Mexico 


several months ago. He has been liv- 
ing at Merida, where, according to 
charges brought by the three political 
groups, he is “leading the life of a 
millionaire.” 


Sandino is noted for the long guer- 
rilla resistance that he made to Unit- 
ed States marine forces in northern 
Nicaragua. After his departure most 
of his foHowers were broken up into 
small bands of raiders. 


The Universal says he has been 
charged with being unfaithful to his 
cause and that the three political 
bodies accuse him of having been 
bought off from fighting in Nicara- 
gua after supporters ail over the 
world had contributed funds to en- 
able him to resist American occupa- 
tion. 

The Anti-Imperialist League and 

the “Hands-Off-Nicaragua” commit- 
tee have been among the most enthusi- 
astic supporters General Sandino 
and often championed his cause in 
public manifestations.

to Sandino was in the hands of the 
investigators, but as the investigation 
is secret he refused to allow the re- 
porter to see it. 

Press reports from Merida recent- 
ly said that General Sandino was 
living on a farm near-by. When he 
arrived in Mexico he was accompanied 
by five so-called staff officers, and 
he then declared his operations in 
Nicaragua were by no means over. 
He said he planned to resume: active 
command of the revoit.

PRESIDENT ORDERS 
QUICK REBUILOINE 
OF RUINED OFFICES 


White House Christmas 
Day Little Disturbed by 
Blaze; Valuable Records 
Saved, Checkup Shows. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—A@)— 
President Hoover left his living quar- 
ters in the White House and their 
Christmas decorations today to inspect 
the charred and soaked interior of 
the executive offices, where yesterday 
he had cleared his desk preparatory 
to enjoying a restful holiday. 

So far as Christmas Eve was con- 
cerned, it was anything but restful. 
As the President and Mrs. Hoover 
sat at dinner with their son and with 
the children of the White House sec- 
retaries as party guests, an alarm of 
fire reached the table. 

Mr. Hoover and the men diners ex- 
cused themselves and watched the 
blazing destruction of the recently re- 
modeled offices. Today the president 
decided the structure should be re- 
built immediately. 

He had conferred with Colonel U. 
S. Grant III, superintendent of pub- 
lic buildings and grounds here, who 
was requested to have contractors no- 
tified that bids would be asked early 
tomorrrow. In the meantime some 
twenty carpenters placed timbers un- 


der the sagging roof to prevent it from 
falling in. 

The Christmast Day started as does 
every morning for the president—in 
a frolicsome game of tossing the medi- 
cine ball. His parcners were Secre- 
tary Wilbur, Chairman Legge, of the

Two Aviators Missing 
Since November 9 When 
They Left Alaska for Si- 
berian Flight. 


MOSCOW, Dec. 25.—(4)—The so- 
viet government today dispatched an 
airplane to search for Carl Ben Biel- 
son and Earl Borland off the Sibe- 
rian coast and ordered two other so- 
viet planes to join in the mission. It 
was believed the ice in the district 
to be covered was too strong to per- 
mit the use of icebreakers. 

The Moscow authorities took 
prompt action on the request of Sena- 
tor Borah, of Idaho, to Acting For- 
eign Commissar Litvinoff and the 
similar appeal of the United States - 
department of the interior. 

Semyon Shestakov, who has been 
a national hero since his recent re 
turn after making a successful flight 
from Moscow to New York, was se- 
lected as the most able man at the 
command of the soviet union to lead 
the rescue expedition. He will pilot 
an airplane of the same type as the 
Land of Soviets in which he and 


three companions flew across Niberia 
and then over the northern reaches 
of the Pacific to Alaska, a route 
which took them close to where the 
American explorer and aviator is be- 
lieved to bave been 

Two of the soviet planes are now 
at Providence bay in the extreme 
northeast of Siberia on Bering strait. 
Shestakov was at Cape Northern. 

Hee 2 Northern does not appear on 
availabke maps but many of the penin- 
sulas on the Siberian coast have sev- 
eral names, given them by explorers 
and seamen of various nations). 


MRS. WILLEBRANDT 
BEHIND APPEAL TO SOVIET, 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 25.—( United 
News.)—A woman, Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, was disclosed here as 
“the man behind” an arctic rescue 
mission request made unofficially by 
the United States to the Russian 
soviet government. 

Mrs. Willebrandt, who as assistant 
United States attorney-general waged 
ruthless war on bootleggers for eight 
years, enlisted the aid of Secretary 
of Interior Wilbur, Chairman Borah, 
of the senate on relations com- 
mittee, and Boris Skvirsky, unofficial 
representative here of the Moscow 
foreign office, in a project to enlarge 
the search for Carl Ben Bielson and 
Ear! Borland. 

Eielson, famous as Captain Wil- 
kins’ pilot in his flight across the 
north pole from Alaska, and Borland 
have been missing since November 9, 
when they left Teller, Alaska, in @ 
flight over Siberia. 

Mrs. Willebrandt, now counsel for 
the aviation corporation which oper- 
ates a line in Alaska, made a direct 
request to Skvirsky for aid. It is un- 
derstood she also enlisted the aid of 
Secretary Wilbur and Senator Bo- 
rah. Wilbur took the matter up with 
Skvirsky yesterday, and Skvirsky com- 
municated the request for aid to his 
government in Moscow. Messages were 
also dispatched by the aviation cor- 

ration to Russian officials in the 

iberian arctic asking help in the 
search, 

Today Senator Borah, who is chair- 
man of the foreign relations commit- 
tee and long an advocate of United 
States recognition of Russia, sent the 
following cable direct to M. Litvinoff, 
acting soviet foreign secretary at Mos- 
cow :

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UNAVAILING “RECOMMENDA- 
TIONS.” 

From all indications the new plan 
of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion for the consolidation of the 
railroads of the country seems des- 
tined to follow to the trash heap 
the previous program of grouping, 
published in 1921. 

The uproar created by the an- 
nouncement of the plan indicates 
a lack of unity of opinion on the 
proposed grouping as to make en- 
tirely improbable its ever being put 
into effect, even in modified form. 

It would appear, therefore, that 
the time spent on the devising of 
this plan was worse than thrown 
away—and this will hold true on 
any other far-reaching changes pro- 
posed by the commission while it 
operates under its present lack of 
power to enforce its recommenda- 
tions. 

Until congress gives the commis- 
sion authority to put its decisions 
into effect its consolidation recom- 
mendations will be of little value. 

Nobody without authority can be 
expected to enforce revolutionary 
changes upon a great industry with 
so many conflicting interests at 
stake. 

In commenting in a recent edi- 


sion’s deliberations, the New York 
Times Says: 


It is not easy to see how solu- 
tion of the railway consolidation 
problem has been brought defi- 
nitely into sight by the interstate 
commerce commission's report. 

The groupings proposed pro- 
vide a basis for discussion. They 
show what combinations could 
obtain og? As yet they 
accomplish little more. 


In like view, the Louisville 
Courier-Journal holds that: 


If criticisms were bullets, the 
interstate commerce commission's 
plan of merging all the railroad 
systems into 19 huge units would 
be as full of holes as a collander 
before the week is out. Hardly 
had the news officially been given 
to the public than members of 
congress began to object to this 
and that rticular proposal. 
These undoubtedly will be follow- 
ed by protests and objections 
from shippers and other users of 
the various lines and by the rail- 
roads themselves. 

It should be borne in mind 
that this unification plan does 
not provide for compulsory mer- 
gers. It is aptly described by 
Commissioner Eastman as ‘mere- 
ly procedural.” The railroads can 
“take it or leave it.” It is drawn 
up after the fashion of an archi- 
tect’s preliminary sketch and may 
be altered wf agreement between 
owner and builder: that is, be-

BALANCED FARMING PAYS. 


“There is no real danger that the | 


progressive industrializing of the 
South will overshadow and reduce 
agriculture as a basic vocation of a 
great mass of our population. The 
imperative fact is that agriculture 
must be built into the industrial 
Structure and closely co-ordinated 
with its other factors. The climate, 
soils and staple products from them 
are indispensable elements of any 
prosperous and profitable industrial 
System anywhere in the south. 

The more factories we build and 
operate the more workers and con- 
Sumers will appear to increase the 
demands for raw materials and re- 
gional farm products. The deter- 
mining question is whether to sup- 
ply the wants of the increasing 
army of non-agricultural workers 
from our own adjacent fields or 
from those of far off states import- 
ed and higher priced by reason of 
their transport. 

Southern farming, prosecuted 
with intelligence and due regard 
for the scientific and economic 
facts which qualify it, ought natur- 
ally to be the most profitable agri- 
culture of the globe. Conditions 
precedent to that, however, are the 
development of individual farm own- 
ership, the reduction of tenant and 
crop farming to the minimum, and 
the adoption of county farm _in- 
Struction and supervision by expert 
agents. Such competent agent- 
guides are multiplying now in the 
more progressive states of the south 
and in reasonable time they will be 
employed in practically every major 
agricultural county. 

It is clearly to the interest of 
bankers, industrialists and  mer- 
chants all over the south to stimu- 
late and potentially aid the creation 
of farming balanced to the needs of 
the regions in which its products 
will find their easiest and most 
profitable markets. It means more 
money to every interest of the com- 
munity and state. 


A ROAD-BUILDING LESSON. 

The farmers of Ohio have ob- 
tained so many benefits from the 
building of a splendid network of 
main paved highways connecting 
the urban centers, which are the 
most profitable markets for farm 
products, that they are backing the 
State program to carry on the work 
of road building until “there will be 
an all-year motor road passing 
every man’s home in the state of 
Ohio.” Such is the statement just 
issued by Goverfior Cooper. 

‘In order to expedite the work 
the farm assessments for road build- 
ing have been abolished and the gas 
tax raised from 3 to 4 cents per 
gallon, which raises an additional 
$8,500,000 of road funds and more 
than makes up the loss from the 
abutting farm assessments. The 
completed hard-surfaced roads are 
11,000 miles and link all the lead- 
ing centers of population and busi- 
ness. They have already cut the 
cost of transporting farm products 
to market by 25 per cent, adding 
so much to the profits of the pro- 
ducer, and have added demands for 
farm properties at. sensibly increased 
prices. 

It is no wonder, therefore, that 
the Ohio farmers aré bent upon 
pressing the road building as vigor- 
ously as they are doing. Every in- 
terest, rural and city, has felt the 
benefits distributed by good roads, 
the ease of trade exchanges, the im- 
provements of rural life, the con- 
solidation of rural schools with ad- 
vantages of teaching results and 
economies of administration, and a 
more general commonality of senti- 
ments among the people. 

The farmers of Georgia should 
see a lesson in the experience of 
their fellows in Ohio. No class in 
the state stands to benefit more

Congress should authorize the 
interstate commerce commission to 
deal with the consolidation question 
in an orderly manner and to en- 
force its recommendations.

“Brotherhood” seems to be 
everywhere talked about, but old 
animosities and prejudices are 
apparently as powerful as ever. 
Why is this so, in view of all 
the propaganda both religious 
and secular looking toward great- 
er unity of thought and action? 
Brotherhood is not created by pass- 
ing resolutions and signing pledges. 
It is a matter of rebirth, leading to 
a new consciousness, a fresh outlook 
and a transformed human _ world. 
This vast undertaking is glacial’ like 
in its progress and depends on. edu- 
cational methods whereby large social 
groups ‘shall be led to perceive its 
wider horizons. 


Men are drawn into fraternity by 
their realization of the things of the 
spirit. These convince us of our 
identity of origin of nature and of 
destiny ; in short, of the indestructible 
unity of the race, and that all human 
beings are members of its one body. 
Hence, none can say to another, “I 
have no need of thee.” 

Despite atavism and the divisive 
prejudices it nourishes, the spirit of 
brotherhood is constantly progressing. 
It has long distances to traverse and 
tremendous obstacles to surmount. 
Yet the ideal of which William Mor- 
ris sang in the Victorian age, when 


“All mine and all thine shall 
Be ours, and no more shall any man 


crave 
For riches that serve for nothing 
but to . 
Fetter a friend for a slave, 


is more realistic today than it was a 
century ago. 

The three characteristics of this 
brotherhood are the absolute worth 
of man, the sacredness of social obli- 
gation and the necessity for sacrificial 
service. As moral beliefs they defy 
successful contradiction; as moral 
principles they are capable of uni- 
versal practice. |

Do you believe that President 
Hoover will be able to end all 
unemployment in the nation? 


Those who think poverty is as pre- 
ventable as smallpox may suppose 
that unemployment, as one of pov- 
erty’s causes, can be vanquished by 
the use of some magic formula. We 
are told that protection, free trade, 
tariff for revenue only, land natural- 
ization, the single tax and the indus- 
trialistic or the capitalistic state 
are sure cures for enforced idleness. 
Yet it exists in countries which enjoy 
one or more of these panaceas, and 
Russia, the Atlantis of idealistic s0- 
cialism, is heavily afflicted with it. 

Flesh and blood individuals with 
widely different environments. and 
abilities are found in the armies of 
the workless; some by choice, the ma- 


jority of necessity. With the former 
group this answer is not directly con- 
cerned. The latter group cannot be 
handled in an abstract way, since 
every case is concrete and has its 
peculiar features. Mr. Lloyd George 
proposes a vast series of public relief 
works, beginning with road building 
financed with borrowed capital, which 
he seems to think will refund itself. 
But while relief labor may be a 
palliative it is not a cure for the 
trouble. 


I incline to the view that if the 
president attempts that cure he will 
first analyze the whole situation to 
find who the unemployed are and 
why they are unemployed. Then a 
policy can be framed based upon defi- 
nite and reliable knowledge. Cer- 
tainly he will not treat them as mere 
masses of scrapped human material, 
but as so many unfortunate persons, 
each one of whom needs to be put in 
the way of earning his and her own 
bread: Such a rough outline at least 
suggests that after years of experi- 
mentation, we are only just beginning 
to understand the tremendous diffi- 
culties of this problem.

Is it not a reasonable explana- 
tion of Christ to say that He was 
simply a great philosopher who 
established a dogma to guide our 
mode of life, and then strength- 
ened his position by the assertion 
that He was the Son of God? 
The theory breaks on the fact that 

Jesus is nowhere represented in the 
synoptic gospels as specifically calling 
Himself the Son of God. He does in- 
deed speak of God as His Father, but 
He told other men that God was 
their Father also. Jesus called Him- 
self the Son of Man. His closest ob- 
servers called Him the Son of God. 
There are one or two exceptions to 
this in the fourth gospel, which is a 
later interpretation of Jesus rather 
than a simple historical record, such 
as the first three gospels are. 

This fact is significant. Men did 
not believe in the divinity of Christ 
simply because He claimed it. On the 
contrary, they heard His _ teaching, 
saw what He did, marked what man- 
ner of man He was, noted what hap- 
pened where He was accepted, and 
ther themselves entered into a totally 
new life and experience because of 
their faith in Him. From these revolu- 
tionizing changes they made the 
greatest and most momentous de- 
duction drawn by the mind of man— 
that “God was in Christ, reconciling 
the world unto Himself.” 

That deduction is either true or 
false. If it is false Christ still has to 
be explained, necause He is a histori- 
cal-reality whom we cannot escape. 
If it is true, as I believe it to be, He 
ig much more than “simply a great 
philosopher,” and nothing less than 


“God manifest in the flesh.”

THIRTY YEARS AGO AND STILL. 

It was only 30 years ago, but yes- 
terday, that Auntie Bidwell, witch- 
like village character, carefully picked 
her way across the muddy street, dis- 
playing considerably more _ hosiery 
than was derecho in those days, and 
white at that, to get the latest bed- 
side bulletin concerning the progress 
of the case of Chappy North. Chappy. 
it seemed, had come down with a 
furious bellyache. Chappy’s doctor 
was none other than the village 
“butcher,” in Auntie Bidwell’s opin- 
ion, The “butcher” had won his title 
by doing some of the first appendicitis 
operations in that neck of the woods. 
The courageous pioneer had _ saved 
many lives; of course he encountered 
a desperate case eventually, one where 
the people held out a few days too 
long and finally consented to surgical 
intervention only when it was too late. 
Auntie always insisted that in this 
unfortunate case when the “butcher” 
finally got at work he found the pa- 
tient’s “in’ards frozen solid.” They 
had applied ice bags in the earlier 
treatment—another novel and, in 
Auntie’s estimation, deadly remedy. 
Auntie delivered one of her famous 
lectures on ancient versus modern 
therapy, and predicted a fatal out- 
come for poor Chappy. Then up spake 
a certain tyro, saying “I'd rather have 
icebags than poultice and physics, if 
I had appendicitis.” It was a most 
unseemly and incautious remark from 


{|a mere apprentice, as you might say. 


Auntie withered the upstart with a 


momentary glance. “Hum, young 
man, you'll know more when you're a 
little older.” 

I really thought perhaps I might, 
though of course I would never ad- 
mit it then. Six or eight years later, 
When I was turned loose with medi- 
cal diploma and license, I often 
thought, privately, how silly the rou- 
tine of practice was for mature men 
to bother with—it seemed to me that 
it was suitable only for youthful ty- 
ros. And even today I often find my 
thoughts Tunning in similar vein. It 
seems still a puerile business, the 
practice of medicine. So does the gen- 
eral pursuit of business. Why should 
mature, fully developed men or wom- 
en devote themselves to these affairs 
of youth? Why not a deadline for 
all the old parties? 

Isn’t there some vague notion prev- 
alent in industry that a man past 
45 is a bit too old for efficiency? 
Men seeking employment complain 
that such an impediment exists. Isn’t 
if commonly recognized that an ath- 
lete is pretty sure to decline in ca- 
pacity, endurance, speed or stamina 
at 40 or even before? Are not men 
of 40 passed over in the selection of 
cannon fodder when the financial in- 
terests fall out? Does not the gov- 
ernment retire trained, experienced, 
physically sound army oficers not over 
55 years of age, merely because they’ve 
had an arbitrary term of army serv- 
ice, and pay ’em a substantial pen- 
sion for the rest of their lives? All 
these ideas prevail more or less in 
the popular mind. I believe the prac- 
tice of medicine in any of its branches 
is as much a matter of youth as is 
factory or office work, athletics or 
military life. Of course you can’t 
draw the limit of youth by. counting 
years, but for all of that I find after 
30 years of medical life that Auntie 
Bidwell was wrong, and I believe more 
than ever that Doctor Osler was right 
—if you’re quite sure you understand 
what I mean.

Answer.—Yes, I get bulletins about 
that every day, from laymen who 
know, Physicians do give ample 
weight to common experience. But 
that fact, or our personal notions, 
cannot alter the truth of my assertion, 
that there is no scientific evidence to 
warrant the belief that exposure, fa- 
tigue, hunger, loss of sleep or any- 
thing like that “lowers resistance” or 
robs an individual of any degree of 
immunity he happens to have. Dr. 
Kellogg, like most of his medical con- 
temporaries, cherishes the “lowered 
resistance’ theory because it was 
taught by the great medical teachers 
of a past generation. This is the age 
of, well, something or other—we are 
prone to find considerable baloney in 
the meat of the old “authorities.” And 
you are like many other laymen—you 
assume you understand a pathological 
question that baffles physicians. No 
doctor will venture to define the “gso- 
called cold ;” I think no doctor who is 
at all skilled in diagnosis would even 
advance a tentative opinion concern- 
ing the nature of the discomfort or 
trouble you complain of. As far as 
your description goes it might be a 
manifestation of any of several chron- 
ic nose or throat conditions; or pos- 
sibly a manifestation of hyperesthetic 
rhinitis or allergy; or it might even 
be cri (one of the common respiratory 
infections). I do not criticize you for 
assuming it is a “so-called cold.” 

_ A Gallon a Day. 

_ I drink very little water, hav- 

ing no desire for it. Is it really 

necessary that one drink a gal- 

lon a day? (M. A. C.) 

Answer.—In warm weather or when 
one is physically active a gallon of 
water a day is often necessary. In 
cool weather or when one is less ac- 
tive, half a gallon a day may be 
enough. The kidneys normally ex- 
crete 3 pints, the lungs 1 pint, and 
the skin 1 1-2 to 2 pints of water each 
24 hours.

FOR BASE HITS 


Philly Star Gets 254 Safe 
Knocks—Hornsby 
Scores Most.

NEW YORK, Dec. 25.—(@%)— 
Frank J. (Lefty) O’Doul, of the 
Phillies, was formally proclaimed 
champion batsman of the’ National 
league today with the issuance of the 
official averages for the 1929 sea- 
son. .O’Doul, a former pitcher and 
castoff by other major league clubs, 
led the pack with an average of .398. 
Unofficial averages had credited him 
with an even .400. 


O’Doul procured 254 hits during 
the campaign, establishing.a new ma- 
jor league record. ‘This topped by 
four safeties the record of 250 estab- 
lished by Rogers Hornsby for Bt. 
Louis in 1922. O’Doul and Lloyd 
Waner, of the Pirates, each registered 
181 singles. 


MOST RUNS. 


Rogers Hornsby, who won the most 
valuable player award as a result of 
his consistent efforts for the Chicago 
Cubs during the season, also broke 
a National league record by scoring 
156 runs. Hazen Cuyler, now a Cub 
with Hornsby, scored 144 runs with 
Pittsburgh in 1925 to establish the 
previous high. Hornsby led, too, with 
the most total bases, 410. 

Hornsby, however, saw one of his 
league marks shot away by another 
newcomer in such select class, Chuck 
Klein, also of the Phillies, making a 
new home run record with 43, Horns- 
by hit 42 in 1922. 

Johnny Frederick’s 52 two-base hits 
were enough to create another record, 
and Lloyd Waner led in triples with 
20. Freddy Maguire, Boston, topped 
the sacrifice hitters with 26, an 
Kiki Cuyler showed the way to the 
base stealers with 43. 

The hitting in 1929 was better than 
that offered for 1928, 60 players hit- 
ting for .300 or better while in 1928 
the .300 hitters numbered only 47. 

PHILLY LEADS. 

Only five players participated in all 
the games their teams played and 
Philadelphia had three of the exclu- 
sive quintet, O'Doul, Arthur Whitney 
and Frank Hurst. The others were 
Hornsby, of the Cubs, and George 
Sisler, of the Braves, who probably 
has played his last season as a regu- 


lar. 

O’Doul is the fourth player to lead 
the National league while wearing the 
uniform of Philadelphia and the first 
for nearly 20 years. Sherwood Magee 
had the honor in 1910. Ed Dele- 
hanty had topped the heap in 1899 
and Billy Hamilton in 1891. 

O’Doul won the batting champion- 
ship by 17 — from Floyd (Babe) 
Herman, of Brooklyn. The Robin 
outfielder took the runner-up position 
from Hornsby by a single point.

Aiding the Taxpayers. 

_. The Massachusetts state boxing commission has a plan to relieve the 
citizens of that state from all taxes, personal, real or income. The pro- 
posal is to declare the purses of all prizefighters guilty of fouling or stall- 
ing forfeited to the state. In the course of a year this would take care 
of the entire operating expenses of the state and leave a little sinking 
fund. It would need only some imaginative politicians to find some fit- 
ting means to sink the fund. 

If the New ‘York state boxing commission should adopt the 
same rule it would be easy enough for the administration to do 
away with the income taxes for the Empire State. In defending 
the boxing law, Mayor James J. Walker some time ago announced 
that it was the tax from the cauliflower industry in the state which 
enabled the legislature of the time to get by without increasing the 
state income tax. 

Consider what it would mean if instead of collecting a mere 5 per cent 
of every fight held in the state the authorities could collect all the purses 
of the fighters, or nearly all. It would run well into the millions and would 
bring instant relief to the taxpayers who have been hit in the market. 

Then, there is the state of Florida, which has been hard hit by hurri- 
canes, fruit pests and human pests. It is proposed to hold a number of 
prizefights there this winter. If this' rule were passed and the fights should 
be anything ‘like that Sharkey-Stribling thing held in Florida last winter, 
the Floridians would be able to repair all the damage done by pests and 
calamities other than prizefighters in one short winter. 

The Massachusetts boxing commission, in the aggregate, has the mind 
of an Andrew Mellon. 

Mr. Shires Fades Out. 

It does not look as though the battlers of baseball were going to get 
very far, after all. Mr. Art Shires, who claimed that he could lick any man 
in the national pastime, was outpointed by a mere football player from 
college, and the football player was said to be out of condition when he 
entered the ring. As it was, the football player dropped Mr. Shires a few 
times w'th a stiff arm. One wonders what the football hero would have 
done to the Demon of the Dugouts if he had had his full health. 

Consequently the bout between Shires and Hack Wilson is off. 
Mr. Wilson naturally does not want to battle the loser of a mixed 
baseball-football bout. That would degrade him in the eyes of the 
other battlers of baseball. Mr. Wilson, therefore, will wait until Mr. 
Shires retrieves his reputation. 

In the mean time Baseball Commissioner Landis will have nothing to 
worry him, neither will Mr. Wrigley, who is the proprietor of Mr. Wilson. 
Commisioner Landis did not worry greatly, anyhow. He had reached the 
conclusion that the baseball players might fight if it amused them, provided 
they did the battling outside the baseball parks. He merely did not want 
the infields cluttered up with cauliflowers. 

Now that Shires, as a fighter, seems to be a sucker for ex-football 
players, all that Shires’ baseball employer has to do is to sign up some 
good football player to keep the truculent infielder in his place, which 
seems to be first base. The incident proves that the gridiron is mightier 
than the diamond, if that is worth anything. !

ORNATE SPANISH BUILDINGS FALL INTO DECAY 


Looks on Modern Mexico 


BY HUBERT W. KELLEY. 

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 25.—(North 
American Newspaper Alliance.)—lIt is 
morning in the Avenida Juarez in the 
heart of the continent's oldest and 
least-known city. The pale sunlight 
tinges the bleached bones of ancient 
domes and towers. 


ings. It glistens on the marble 
statues along the wooded plaza of the 
Alameda. 

The ancient buildings, dimly ornate 
with Spanish carving, are leaning, 
their cornices wavering, their faces 
cracked with fissures. Earthquakes, 
the soft yielding subsoil of the city 
and the exactions of time are razing 
those memorials of Spanish grandeur 
as all things venerable have been cast 
down by the revolution. But those 
buildings will fall only to make way 
for new and five-story buildings of 
concrete and steel, even as the tra- 
ditions of Cortez and Diaz have fallen 
to make way for the people. But it 
all takes time and earthquakes. 

Three or four streams of traffic ply 
the thoroughfare, hundreds of Ford 
taxis, in which one may ride any 
reasonable distance for  two-bits 
American; innumerable buses, the 
limousines of the wealthy, truckloads 
of beans, charcoal and flowers, and, 
near the curbings, the modern Ameri- 
can street cars, which carry one tre- 
mendous distances for five cents. 

But many prefer walking to riding 
in the City of Mexico, even if too 
vigorous exercise in the rarefied air 
‘loes make even the native pant for 
breath. And so the broad sidewalks 
swarm with natives in European 
dress, reading the morning newspapers 
as they stroll, scanning books in the 
spirit of the new educational move- 
ment, or loitering at the modern shop 
windows, the steel shutters of which 
are rolled up at a late morning hour. 


Itinerant Merchants. 


In front of the stone ribs between 
the shop windows the innumerable 
itinerant merchants who overswarm 
the city with their trays and tripods. 
They stand sometimes a dozen to a 
block, even on such a Fifth avenue as 
the beautiful Avenida Juarez.
